Growing interest in tree planting, as 
shown by the general observance of 
Arbor day throughout America, gives 
promise of systematic planting of trees 
along cities’ streets. It was not so 
many years ago that many American 
cities were noted for their attractive 
shade trees, but in most instances 
these trees haVe been killed by the 
lack of care or by street paving. 

Many of our cities now have a park 
commission. All trees are under its 
care, their planting, maintenance and 
removal included. This is important, 
as trees can be planted on every resi¬ 
dential block, and hence tree planting 
on a systematic basis is the most per¬ 
suasive of all improvements. The 
same kind of a tree should lie planted 
throughout a block and for several 
blocks in succession. Systematic tree 
planting is considered by every far 
sighted, modern municipality on ac¬ 
count of considerations of hygiene, 
beauty, education and economy. 

Good trees for street planting are the 
Oriental pine, pin oak. gingko and Nor¬ 
way maple. The plane will thrive 
where few other trees grow, and it 
may be pruned into wide or narrow 
streets. The other trees require more 
moisture and larger open spaces about 
them, but have darker green foliage 
and cause less litter on the pavement,

sociation think the old graveyards of 
tlie city should be utilized as play¬ 
grounds. Many children now have no 
place for sport, they say. It is difficult 
to provide this space in the congested 
districts. Several ministers have ap 
proved the plan, and it is supposed 
that it will be carried into effect. 

The idea follows efforts of play¬ 
grounds directors to get more breath¬ 
ing spots for the people of the con¬ 
gested city center. 

According to Executive Secretary 
William I). Champlln of the recreation 
bureau, the idea is not to attempt to 
utilize the big burying grounds, but 
merely those small areas where for the 
most part interments have long since 
ceased and being situated in centers, 
would prove welcome breathing spots. 


Close remaiunig are kept well supplied 
with water during the dry summer 
months, the tree will die for lack of 
nourishment. A soaking watering 
once a week should therefore be given 
during tlie dry weather. The ground 
about the tree should also be loosened 
occasionally to enable the air to circu¬ 
late through the soil. 

Injurious insects are responsible for 
tlie poor condition of many of the 
trees. The tussock moth caterpillar. 
Imported originally from Europe, has 
been for a generation a scourge to the 
trees in Philadelphia. Swarming over 
the foliage In the early summer, they 
devour the leaves with amazing rapid¬ 
ity. While this does not kill the trees 
immediately, it weakens them serious¬ 
ly and in time causes their death.

TERSE CALIFORNIA NEWS 


President Wilson has signed orders 
for the restoration to the public do¬ 
main of 94,305 acres in the Tesla, Kern 
River and Sunset districts, California. 
Each of these districts has been the 
subject of examination by the Geolog¬ 
ical Survey, and the geological forma¬ 
tion of the lands is such that the oil or 
gas possibilities are remote. The 
lands are not included in coal, phos¬ 
phate or waterpower developments 
withdrawals, but parts of them aro 
within national forests. 

Samuel Swearigen, a Folsom con¬ 
vict accused of assaulting a fellow 
prisoner, William Robinson, was sen¬ 
tenced to die by hanging at San Quen¬ 
tin prison September 19th by Superior 
Judge Hughes of Sacramento. This 
is in accordance with the State law 
which makes it a capital offense for a 
life-termer to commit an assault. His 
attorney gave notice of an appeal. 
Swearingen originally was sentenced ' 
' for life for the murder of an aged 
woman in Amador county. 

Arrangements are being made by the i 
State Board of Control for the trans- ' 
portation of 200 patients from the 
Stockton and Napa State Hospitals for 
the Insane to Agnew on a special train j 
early in July, for the purpose of re¬ 
lieving the congestion at Stockton and 
Napa, both of which have more pa¬ 
tients to care for than there are quar¬ 
ters in which to accommodate them. 
Even with this change the congestion ; 
will not be entirely eliminated, as 
there are now upward of 200 more pa¬ 
tients in each institution than there 
are suitable quarters for their care 
and treatment. 

The manufacture of the non-phos¬ 
phorus match has begun throughout 
the United States, marking the end of 
Jhe poisonous phosphorus match. In 
compliance with the Federal law pro¬ 
hibiting the use of the white phospho¬ 
rus in the making of matches, the 
j Chico plant of the Diamond Match 


Company commenced the manufacture 
cf a combustible which eliminates all 
danger to employes and the danger 
of poisoning to the consumer. Thous¬ 
ands of deaths of match plant em¬ 
ployes have occurred in the past and 
many more deaths of consumers have 
been traced directly to phosphorus 
poisoning. The new' composition is 
known as a sesqui sulphide. It is non- 
poisonous even when taken into the 
stomach, so that the household as 
well as the factory is free from dan¬ 
ger of phosphorus poisoning. 

Acting upon the advice of various 
department heads, confirmation of nu¬ 
merous appointments to the Stanford 
faculty has been made by the univer¬ 
sity authorities.

HOT WAVE REACHES 
ATLANTIC COAST 

i 

The total number of deaths from 
excessive heat in Chicago is 111. 
There have been more than 500 pros¬ 
trations. Eighty-five babies have died 
in the city of heat, and seventy-six 
deaths are reported from various 
points in the Central West. 

In the stilling tenement districts, 
where the residents violate all sani¬ 
tary and other regulations, babies 
have no chance to live, and if they 
survive it is against terrible odds. 

The death toll among animals, par¬ 
ticularly horses, was very heavy. In 
one spot, near Union station, twenty 
horses fell exhausted inside of two 
hours. Seven of them were shot to 
end their misery. 

Fourteen persons were bitten by 
rabid dogs during the day. The vic¬ 
tims were all rushed to the Pasteur 
Institute, which is already overflowing 
with cases brought in during the heat 
siege. . 

The Government forecasters say 
that the heat wave has abated over 
all the West. 

Phoenix and Tucson, Ariz., were the 
banner hot places, with official tem¬ 
perature of 104 in the shade. Albany, 
N. Y., reported 100, or 10 degrees hot¬ 
ter than Atlanta. Boston, Mass., and 
El Paso, Tex., each reported a maxi¬ 
mum of 96, while New' York and Phil¬ 
adelphia had 90. Washington, D. C.. 
and Abilene, Kan., each had 94. New 
Orleans, with a maximum of 84, com¬ 
pared with Denver with 90. Tampa, 
Fla., with 88, was 2 degrees cooler 
than Quebec, and Toronto and Jack¬ 
sonville, Fla., were in the same boil¬ 
ing class with 94. Cincinnati stewed 
under a maximum of 98.

TURKEY THREATENS 
TO JOIN IN WAR 

Reports Uncertain Whether 
H istilities Have Begun 

The Balkan situation is extremely 
puzzling. The Servian Government 
announces almost in the same breath 
the acceptance of Russian arbitration 
and the existence of a state of war. 

The dispatches which arrived from 
Belgrade are of the most conflicting 
character. Some announce that fight¬ 
ing has ceased, others that serious 
fighting continues and that the Ser¬ 
vians have captured Istip and Krup- 
ishte, with heavy losses on both sides. 

All these reports must be regarded 
with suspicion. The only tangible 
fact seems to be that there has been 
no formal declaration of war or inter¬ 
ruption of diplomatic relations as yet. I 
The powers continue working active¬ 
ly to avert a war, which might, before 
long, involve half of Europe. 

The Ambassadorial conferences met 
at London to discuss the situation, hut, 
arrived at no decision. Nothing is 1 
known concerning Roumania's atti¬ 
tude. 

A Bulgarian official statement has 
been issued, confirming the capture of 
Guevgheli and the throwing back of 
the Greek forces on the Struma river. 

Accusations of massacre and rapine, i 
so common during the last war, are 
again being spread broadcast, espe¬ 
cially by the Greeks, although, accord¬ 
ing to official reports, the opposing 
states have ordered their armies to 
remain on the defensive. All of the 
former allies are making warlike 
preparations and are organizing hos¬ 
pital and medical services. 

Fighting between Greeks and Ser¬ 
vians on one side and Bulgarians on 
the other proceeded from Istip to 
Eleuthera, according to a dispatch 
from Sofia. 

Except in an isolated case, the Bul¬ 
garians in Salonika offered only a 
feeble resistance to the Greeks and 
the latter sustained no losses. 

“We are at war with Bulgaria,” said 
the Minister of the Interior, M. Pro- 
tics, speaking in behalf of the Gov¬ 
ernment of Servia in the Skupshtina. 
“Instructions have been given to the 
Servian commander in chief,” contin¬ 
ued the Minister, “to be prepared to 
defend our entire line. Bulgaria has 
j attacked us along the whole frontier.”

An Ordinance Directing and Prtffrid 
ing for the Incurring of Bonded In¬ 
debtedness of the City of South San 
Francisco, a Municipal Corpora¬ 
tion in the County of San Mateo, 
State of California, in the Sum of 
Sixty-two Thousand Dollars ($ 62 ,- 
000 . 00 ) Gold Coin of the United 
States of America, to Pay the Cost 
of Certain Public Municipal Im¬ 
provements in and for Said City of 
South San Francisco, Authorized at 
the Special Election Held in Said 
City on the 13 th Day of May, 1913 , 
and Providing for the Issuance of 
Bonds Evidencing Such Indebted¬ 
ness, Specifying the Form of Said 
Bonds, Providing for a Tax Levy 
for the Payment Thereof, and Cre 
ating a Municipal Improvement 
Sewer Bond Fund. 


Whereas, the City of South San Francisco 
is a municipal corporation incorporated unde; 
the laws of the State of California, and the 
legislative branch of said City of South San 
Francisco is designated as the Board of Trus¬ 
tees of the City of South San Francisco, and 
consists of five (5) members, and the Presi¬ 
dent of said Board of Trustees is the chief 
executive of said municipality, and, 

Whereas, the legislative branch of said City 
of South San Francisco, a municipal corpora 
tion within the County of San Mateo, State 
of California, to-wit, the Board of Trustees of 
said City, diu on the 24th day of March, 1913, 
by an affirmative vote of more than two-thirds 
(2-3) of all its members, to-wit, the five C5) 
members of the said legislative branch, determine 
in due and proper form, by resolution, that 
the public interest and necessity demand the 
acquisition, construction and completion, by 
said City of South San Francisco, of certain 
municipal improvements, to-wit, a system of 
sewers for said City of South San Francisco, 
including an outfall sewer ami the acquisi¬ 
tion of the necessary rights or way for said 
outfall sewer; and that the cost of said mu¬ 
nicipal improvements would he too great to be 
paid out of the ordinary annual income and 
revenue of said City of South San Francisco, 
and would, in addition to the other expendi¬ 
tures of said City of South San Francisco ex¬ 
ceed the income and revenue provided for in 
any one year; and, 

Whereas, the executive, the President of 
the Board of Trustees of said City of South 
San Francisco, County of San Mateo, State 
of California, did on the 24th day of March, 
1913, duly and regularly approve such action 
of said legislative branch, and, 

Whereas, the cost of such public municipal 
improvements was determined to be Sixty- 
two Thousand Dollars ($62,000.00) and. 

Whereas, the indebtedness to be incurred to 
pay the cost of said municipal improvements 
will he too great to be paid out of the ordinary 
annual income and revenue of said City of 
South San Francisco, and will in addition to 
the other expenditures of said City of South 
San Francisco, exceed the income and reve¬ 
nue- provided for in any one year; and. 

Whereas, the total assessed value of all the 
real and personal property within said City of 
South San Francisco is the Sum of $1,394,- 
253.00, and 

Whereas, said City of South San Fran¬ 
cisco has incurred no indebtedness heretofore 
for public improvements, and 

Whereas, the indebtedness herein proposed 
to be incurred for said municipal improve¬ 
ments shall not in the aggregate exceed fifteen 
per cent of the assessed value of all the real 
and personal property in said City of South 
San Francisco, and 

Whereas, on the 21st day of April, 1913, the 
said legislative branch of said City of South 
San Francisco, did duly and regularly pass 
and adopt by a vote of more than two-thirds of 
all the members thereof, to-wit, four of the 
members of said legislative branch, an ordin¬ 
ance numbered 67 calling a special election in 
said City of South San Francisco for the pur¬ 
pose of submitting and submitting to the qual¬ 
ified voters of the City of South San Fran¬ 
cisco, a municipal corporation, the following 
proposition for incurring a bonded indebted¬ 
ness by said City of South San Francisco, 
to-wit. 

The proposition to incur a bonded indebted¬ 
ness of Sixtv-two Thousand Dollars ($62,- 
000.00) in Gold Coin of the United States of 
America, for the object and purpose of acquir¬ 
ing, constructing and completing by the said 
City of South San Francisco, a municipal cor¬ 
poration, a system of sewers, including an out¬ 
fall sewer and the acquisition of the necessary 
rights of way for said outfall sewer, as is 
more particularly set forth in the plans and 
specifications adopted by the Board of Tins 
tees of the City of South San Francisco by 
resolution duly passed and adopted on the 
24th day of March, 1913, to which plans and 
specifications reference is hereby made, and 

Whereas, said ordinance numbered No. 67 
was duly and regularly introduced at an ad¬ 
journed regular meeting of said Board of Trus¬ 
tees on the 14th day of April, 1913, and is 
hereby expressly referred to; and 

Whereas, said ordinance numbered No. 67 
was thereafter, to-wit, on the 21st day of April, 
1913, at a regular meeting of said Board of 
Trustees, duly passed and adopted hy an af¬ 
firmative vote of more than two-thirds (2-3) of 
all the members thereof, to-wit, four of' the 
members of said Board of Trustees of said 
City of South Sail Francisco; and 

Whereas, said ordinance numbered No. 67 
was thereafter oir said 21st day of April, 1913, 
signed and approved hy the executive of said 
City of South San Francisco, to-wit, the Pres¬ 
ident of said Board of Trustees of said City 
if South San Francisco, and said ordinance 
was thereafter duly published in all respects 
as required hy law and by the terms of said 
ordinance; and, 

Wlu-reas, 011 Tuesday, the 13th day of Mav, 
1913, said special election as called and speci¬ 
fied in said ordinance numbered No. 67 was 
duly and regularly held and conducted in all 
respects as required hy law and hy said or¬ 
dinance; and 

Whereas, at said election, the said proposi¬ 
tion for incurring a bonded indebtedness and 
the issuing of bonds therefor for said proposi¬ 
tion as specified by said ordinance numbered 
No. 67 was duly and regularly submitted to 
the qualified voters of said City of South San 
Francisco in all respects as required hy law, 
and the provisions of said ordinance calling 
said special election; anil. 

Whereas, at said special election more than 
two-thirds (2-3) of the qualified voters of said 
City of South San Francisco voting at said 
special election, voted in favor of said propo¬ 
sition submitted to them, and accepted the same, 
and thereby authorized the issue of bonds for 
such indebtedness as provided by said ordinance 
and by law; and. 

Whereas, all the votes cast at said spe 
rial election were duly and properly cast and 
counted, and the returns thereof duly certified, 
made, canvassed and declared; and 

Whereas, the whole number of votes cast 
and the whole number of voters voting at 
said special election was three hundred and 
three (303), of which nutnher two hundred 
and fifty-five (255) voters voting anti two hun¬ 
dred and fifty-five (255) votes were cast and 
given for and in favor of said proposition and 
accepting the same, said proposition being to 
incur a bonded indebtedness of Sixty-two Thou¬ 
sand Dollars ($62,000.00) in Gold Coin of the 
United States of America, for the object and 
purpose of acquiring, constructing and com¬ 
pleting by the City of South San Francisco, a 
municipal corporation, a system of sewers, in¬ 
cluding an outfall sewer, and acquiring the 
necessary rights of way for said outfall sewer, 
and forty-eight (48) voters voting and forty-

TREASURY SHOWS A j 
DEFICIT FOR YEAR 

Uncle Sam closed the fiscal year 
1013 with a surplus of $40,083,229, rep¬ 
resenting: the excess of receipts over 
expenditures, exclusive of Panama 
canal and public debt transactions. 
This exceeds last year's surplus by ; 
$3,750,000. The Panama canal expen¬ 
ditures and public debt transactions, j 
however, wined out the surplus of 
ordinary receipts over ordinary ex- i 
penditures and created a deficit for j 
the year of $2.149,000. 

Total receipts for the fiscal year 
amounted to $723,782,921, while the 
ordinary disbursements were $683,- 
699,692. 

The record drinking and smoking of 
the American people during the last 
twelve months brought the Federal 
Government the enormous total of 
$309,478,000 in internal revenue re¬ 
ceipts, which was $16,500,000 greater 
than in 1912 and one of the highest 
amounts on record. 

Under the first year’s operation of 
the new r pension law, the Government 
paid veterans and widows $175,134,000, j 
an increase of $21,537,000. 

The fiscal year closed with $164,704,- 
000 in the general fund of the treas¬ 
ury, as compared with $167,152,000 a 
year ago. The grand total of assets 
of the Government is nearly $2,000,- 
000 , 000 , against which there are liabil¬ 
ities, including the gold and silver cer¬ 
tificates, aggregating about $1,725,000,- 
000 , leaving balances in the treasury 
from $250,000,000 to $275,000,000, in¬ 
cluding the gold reserve of $150,000,- 
900.

REBEL YELL SALUTE TO 
VETERANS IN BLUE 

Reunion on Bloody Field of 
Gettysburg 

In the pitiless glare of a sun that 
sent the mercury bubbling over the 
hundred mark and made clothes a 
burden and a bath only a delusion, the 
armies of the North and the South on 
July 1st began the formal exercises 
set to mark the semi-centennial of 
Gettysburg. 

Veterans to the number of 15,000, 
the army officers estimated, filed into 
the big tent set apart for the exer¬ 
cises, sat in the haze of heat for two 
honrs and shook the camp with their 
cheers wher, the speakers made refer¬ 
ence to a reunited Nation. Every seat 
under the canvas was taken long be¬ 
fore Secretary of War Garrison and 
Governor Tener, the orator of the 
day, came chugging up in their auto¬ 
mobiles. Although the men in gray 
were far outnumbered by those in 
blue, there were possibly 1000 South¬ 
erners through the amphitheater, and 
what they lacked in numbers they 
made up in lung power. 

When Governor Tener finished his 
speech, General Bennett H. Young, 
commander in chief of the United Con¬ 
federate Veterans, rose slowly and 
bowed to him. “I can give you some¬ 
thing that no one else can give you.” 
he said. “We will now give you the 
rebel yell.” 

Nine famous Confederate generals 
and a thousand veterans of the South 
gave it so loudly that it was heard 
far back in the camp toward Gettys¬ 
burg. 

When General Young stepped for¬ 
ward to deliver his address he was 
greeted with wild enthusiasm, the 
Union veterans, led by Commander- 
in-Chief Beers, giving him three lusty 
cheers and a “tiger.” 

He took as his keynote the con¬ 
viction of each side in the great 
struggle that it fought for a principle 
which it believed was the truth. One 
of his opening statements was that 
the Northern soldiers deserved more 
credit than the Southerners for the 
promulgation and successful realiza¬ 
tion of the present great reunion, 
which he characterized as the great¬ 
est movement of its kind in the world. 

Major Normoyle, second in com¬ 
mand to Brigadier-General Liggett, 
estimated that more than fifty thous¬ 
and men are quartered in a camp in¬ 
tended to hold 40,000. 

Through persistent efforts, however, 
every man has been cared for as well 
as possible. Thousands have been 
given quarters in the big tent and 
hundreds of others in smaller tents 
used in the day time for speech mak¬ 
ing and reunions. No officer dared to 
estimate the number of Southerners 
there. There are more than 3000 
from Virginia and it is probable that 
one quarter of the total number is 
represented by the men from Dixie. 

Many veterans got no further than 
one meal in camp and one look at the 
crowded tents and then started back 
home as quickly as they could go.

Benjamin Jordan, 20 years old, fell 
from the top of the cross on St. Mary’s 
Catholic Church in Edwardsville, Ill., 
and landed on the ground ninety-five 
feet below.

At an anti-American meeting in 
Tokio, Japan, a resolution was adopted 
declaring the Japanese Cabinet had 
failed in settling the California ques¬ 
tion, and that the time had arrived for 
the people to assume a more deter¬ 
mined attitude and extend the national 
prestige. The meeting was attended 
by a number of agitators and two op¬ 
position members of Parliament, and it 
was decided to continue the attempts 
to arouse public opinion by further 
anti-American meetings and the dis¬ 
tribution of manifestos. 

Mary Garden has financial troubles 
to worry her and retard her recovery 
from her severe illness. This week 
a women’s tailor got out papers ask¬ 
ing the Court to allow Miss Garden’s 
costumes at the Opera Comique in 
Paris to be seized to cover an unpaid 
bill of $1000. The singer admitted 
that she owed $600, and asked the 
Court to appoint a referee. The Court 
refused to do so on the ground that 
Miss Garden admitted a part of the 
debt. Her friends say she is suffer 
ing from general nervous breakdown. 

The first action by the recently cre¬ 
ated Oregon Welfare Commission re¬ 
garding a minimum wage scale for 
women was taken, when the commis¬ 
sion, after investigating conditions at 
the Oregon Packing Company’s fruit 
cannery, in Portland, where a num¬ 
ber of girls and women had struck, 
fixed a minimum wage for all femi 
nine workers in the cannery. The 
owners signed an agreement that a 
fiat minimum wage of $1 a day he paid 
for the work of all women, with piece 
work continuing. If a woman or girl 
who is a rapid worker does over a 
certain amount of labor she will be 
paid $ 1 . then whatever she earns. 
The women expressed themselves as 
satisfied with this arrangement. 

Edward and Paul Covitz, former 
woolen merchants, and Joseph Clarke, 
public fire insurance adjuster, were 
found guilty of arson by a Chicago 
jury which returned a verdict in the 
Criminal Court. The convicted men 
were the first of forty-six alleged mem¬ 
bers of the “arson trust,” recently in¬ 
dicted. to be tried. They were con¬ 
victed in connection with an incen¬ 
diary fire at Covitz Brothers’ place of 
business on the night of November 
5 , 1912. John Daniels, a ‘firebug,” 
was the star witness for the prosecu¬ 
tion. He testified that Clarke had 
written him to come to Chicago from 
New York, and that he had been giv¬ 
en $700 by the adjuster to apply the 
torch. Clarence S. Darrow was chief 
counsel for the defense. 

San Francisco’s Maine memorial tab¬ 
let will he ready to ship from Washing¬ 
ton August 1st. Lieutenant Comman¬ 
der R. H. Leigh, U. S. N., notified Rep¬ 
resentative Kahn that the tablet will 
he ready on that date. The memorial 
is Representative Kahn’s gift to the 
city. The tablet is numbered 333, and 
will he a beautiful work of art. It is 
constructed of metal recovered from 
the lost battleship Maine, is about two 
by five feet, and represents the Maine’s 
sinking into the sea, while Columbia 
watches with bowed heaa.
